Mistakes of training at this 


critical period are difficult, if not 
next 
to impossible, 
to correct in 


afterlife. 
Home life uuder 
favor- 


able conditions' can easily neutralize 
injurious influences 
from the 
out- 


side. 
The lack of home training can 


rarely be adequately compensated by 
secular or religious training. 
The 


school teacher can accomplish a great 
deal, but must not be expected to do 
all,or the major part, of the workof 
character building. 
<, 


Among the many important ques- 


tions discussed 
at the recent meet- 


ing of the public educators 
of Aina- 


dor county, perhaps 
the most mo- 


mentous 
topic was " The home 
a 


more potent -influence in character 
building than" the school" 
While 


few willbe found to take the nega- 
tive of this proposition, stillitis un- 
questionably 
true that there is a 


growing disposition, to depend too 
much upon 
the 
teachings 
of 
the 


schoolroom in the formation of those 
habits in the child which fashion the 
character in after years. The school 
is an 
important 
auxiliary to the 


home, • but it can never offset or 
counteract 
• the 
shortcomings 
of 


home, much 
less 
take the place of 


home 
training. 
The public school 


system of this state is liberalbeyond 
compare. 
In no other part of the 


world are the interests of the child- 
ren during the school period provid- 
ed for by the government ou so gen- 
erous a scale 
as here. 
But it is a 


fatal presumption 
to assume 
from 


this that tho responsibilities of the 
parents may.with safety 
be shifted 


in the slightest degree 
to the tea- 


cher.. That teacher may be a model 
one, devoted 
to her 
calling, and 


anxious for the welfare of her pro- 
teges, 
but unless 
"the 
influences 


emanating 
from the home 
are of 


the true stamp, the outcome inchar- 
acter building is apt to be disap- 
pointing. -Without underrating the 
importance of the public schools, the 
home is and must everbe the might- 
iest factor in shaping 
the destinies 


the nation. 
As far as character- 


building is coucerned, 
the lessons 


learned at home, impressed upon the 
miud with "a mother's 
love or a sis- 


ter's affection, have an abiding influ- 
ence. 
These are remembered, 
when 


the moral influences 
ot the school- 


room are lost in the schuffle of pass- 
ing years. 
A greater 
wrong can- 


not be iuflicted upon the child, nor 
a greater calamity befall a people, 
than to relyupou the public instruc- 
tor for the moral training than right- 
fullybelongs to the home.
